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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


The vast number of books and articles concerning the philosophy of history 
which has been published in the Western World since the Second World War 
suggests — indeed dicates — that the present bibliography be a select one. 
In order to assemble a list that would be useful without being inordinately 
long, the compiler has limited his choice by adhering to the following criteria 
of inclusion and exclusion. ‘ 


I. The Criteria of Inclusion. The following points have served as a general 
working guide for the inclusion of books and articles: 

1. The period covered is the post-World War II era, 1945-1957: books 
and articles appearing before 1945 or after 1957 are not listed. Supplement- 
ary bibliographies covering the period after 1957 are planned for future 
_ publication in History and Theory. 

2. The present bibliography is largely confined to publications of the 
Western World, including the United Kingdom and Ireland, West Germany, 
France, the Netherlands, Switzerland, Spain, Portugal, Italy, and North and 
South America. 

3. The present compilation is concerned with the most general aspects of 
the philosophy of history, principally in the following areas: theories of 
history, cause, law, explanation, generalization, determinism; historiography, 
studies of historians, historical philosophers, historical figures, and events 
which illuminate general historiographical problems; method of history, inter- 
pretation, selection of facts, objectivity, social and cultural implications of 
the historian’s method; and, within necessary limitations, related disciplines, 
relationship of problems in historical theory and method to those in the fields 
of economics, psychology, sociology, and other related disciplines. (For a 
complete listing of the topics covered see the “Index of Subjects”’.) 


II. The Criteria of Exclusion. The following points have served as a general 
working guide for the exclusion of books and articles: 
1. Books and articles concerning the philosophies of history of the non- 
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Western World — Eastern Europe, the Near, the Middle, and the Far East, 
and Africa — have been excluded. 

2. The Marxist interpretations of history — both in Western and in Eastern 
languages — have been excluded, since it is hoped that at a future date a 
separate (and therefore more useful) bibliography of these will be published. 

3. The important category of critical comments on such authors as Arnold 
J. Toynbee, Benedetto Croce, José Ortega y Gasset (in Europe) and Carl 
L. Becker and Charles Beard (in the United States) will be included in later 
special bibliographies devoted to them. One on Toynbee and another on 
Beard and Becker are in preparation. The reader should note, however, that 
the major writings by these authors, as distinct from the critical comment 
about them, are listed in the present bibliography. Works on major authors 
of the past (like Ranke or Burckhardt) about whom a large corpus of critical 
writing is extant are excluded for similar reasons. 

4. Works dealing only incidentally with the philosophy of history have 
been excluded. 


The compiler has adopted the following procedures: 

1. All items are listed alphabeticaliy by year; within each year items are 
separated into two categories, books and articles. 

2. All items are numbered consecutively throughout the bibliography so 
that they may be referred to by number in the indexes. Indexes, one of 
authors and one of general topics, appear at the end of the bibliography. 

3. As an aid to the reader, a few of the reviews of major books are listed 
by year and by author under the work reviewed; ro additional separate listing 
of the reviews is made. There are certain exceptions to this listing of reviews: 
where a special bibliography of critical comments concerning a particular 
author is planned, the compiler has reserved these reviews for the special 
bibliography. 

4. Translations of important works, when available, are generally listed 
together with vheir originals. 

5. Where an important item listed has been reprinted in an anthology, 
the latter is cited together with the original publication. 

6. In matters of spelling and capitalization, the compiler has tried to fol- 
low the practice of the languages concerned. 


The compiler wishes to acknowledge the assistance given him by several 
authorities in the field of the philosophy of history: first of all his thanks go 
to Professor Dudley Shapere of the Department of Philosophy, University of 
Chicago, without whose unflagging support this compilation would not have 
been possible. In addition, the compiler also gratefully acknowledges the 
advice given him by Professor William Dray of the University of Toronto, 
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by Mr. H. Wansink, Dr. Hans Giinther Zmarzlik, and Mr. E. de Dampierre, 
and by the editors of History and Theory. 

Finally, the compiler is aware that by its very nature an undertaking of this 
scope will certainly contain errors of omission and commission. He hopes, 
therefore, that readers will aid in his preparation of a supplement to be pub- 
lished by History and Theory. In order to facilitate the publication of the 
addenda, readers are requested to communicate additions or corrections to 
Professor John C. Rule, Department of History, 216 North Oval Drive, The 
Ohio State University, Columbus 10, Ohio.
